these specifications. Not only will the 
not bring #35 each from the British but 
they are not wanted at any prke-by 
the British or anybody else.

They belong to 
anybody who cares to put a brand on 
them. They are wild horses, and no¬ 
body wants them: but each of these 
animals takes as much range as would 
be required for the sustenance of 4 
steer that will dress 1.000 pounds. The 
stockmen want the range for their cat¬ 
tle, and the railroad companies are glad 
to assist in taking the useless cayus* 
ponies out of the country, so there will 
be more room for stock that will yi e y 
money to producers and carriers. 
Therefore the railroads are willing to 
make a very low rate for carrying the 
cayuses to the Linnton abattoir, and 
the movement thither will soon be re¬ 
sumed. 

The average cayuse pony taken to the 
Linnton abattoir yields only about sixty 
pounds of merchantable meat, the rest 
of the carcass going into fertilizer, glue, 
leather, etc. This meat is carefully 
pickled in tierces, and is shipped to 
market in France and Holland, where 
the prejudice against horse meat Is not 
so strong as it is in this country. These 
horses bring from $2.75 to $3 each, de- 
livered at the railroad. They are most- 
ly owned by Indians, the animals own¬ 
ed by white men seldom being sk use¬ 
less as to find their best market for the 
shambles.—Portland Oregonian.

A recent article in the Euglish •'Il¬ 
lustrated Magazine'’ gives a number 
of details concerning jockey life that 
proves that no outsider can have any 
idea of the tortures which the heroes 
of the Epsom Derby and of the 
Prince of Wales' stake are obliged to 
inflict upon themselves for the honor 
of their profession. 

Some pat on five snits of clothing, 
and run a distance of four miles, after 
which they stimulate the perspiration 
induced by their exercise by exposing 
themselves for several hours to the 
heat of an immense fire. 

Others prefer to abstain from food. 
John ArunlL an English jockey, be¬ 
ing obliged to get rid of at any cost 
of an excess of six pounds which would 
have debarred him from taking part 
in an irupcr:ani race, picked out eight 
apples, and for the eight days preced¬ 
ing the race lived upon absolutely not 
a thing else. 

Thanks to this regimen, which was 
adhered to even to the exclusion of 
drinking pure water, he attained his 
object. 

Apart from the periods when excep¬ 
tional fasts and various methods of 
artificial perspiration are necessary, 
the best means for a Jockey of long 
retaining his place on the turf is to 
accustom himself from an early age 
to cat and drink very sparingly. From 
the month of March until the end of 
the autumn. John Crockers, another 
well known jockey, adopts a diet com¬ 
posed of a small piece of bread and 
butter and a cup of tea for breakfast, 
for dinner a very small piece of fish, 
and a small one of plum-pudding ta¬ 
ken without other beverage than the 
inevitable cup of tea. which is des¬ 
tined to simplify the work of diges¬ 
tion—already only too simple it would 
seem to the laity. 

As for supper, it is. during the rac¬ 
ing season, eliminated from the life of 
"the talent.'' Only during December. 
January. February is it that the mod¬ 
ern Tantalus may listen to the prompt¬ 
ings of his stomach. At the very first 
approach of spring the inexorable ty¬ 
ranny of weighing resumes full sway 
and heroic remedies are resorted to in 
order to melt the too solid flesh ac¬ 
quired during the winter. 

A means of livelihood which con¬ 
demns a man to starvation daring the 
greater part of the year does not seem 
calculated to attract many followers: 
jet there is no such crowded profes¬ 
sion as that of jockey. Every year 
sees hundreds of English boys of about 
12 soliciting any employment however 
humble, under the celebrated train¬ 
ers. - 

To counterbalance the hardships of 
a jockey s life, his pay is extremely 
remunerative. Indeed, scarcely any 
I other road to fortune is so rapid. It 
; is not unusuaj for a young man of 20 
, to earn from four to five thousand 
i dollars a year. In ordinary races, the 
winning Joe-key receives #25 and the 
. others #15. The emoluments of a trial 
race are only fifty francs, but all these 
small sums accumulate rapidly in the 
course of a year. Even a third or 
fourth-rate man Is sure of ample 
means of existence, and one who has 
made a name for himself, and has the 
lnck to win three or four big races, 
makes about #15.000 a year, without 
counting the accessory gifts which al¬ 
most every celebrated jockey has show¬ 
ered upon him. The well known Fred 
Archer, for instance, received in a sin¬ 
gle week three diamond scarf pins. 
Daly, the Jockey of Hermit, who one 
year won the Epsom Derby, on that 
occasion received #20.000 worth of 
bonuses of various kinds, besides a 
large quantity of Jewelry from various 
grateful women bettors. Nor is the 
wealth accumulated by jockeys nowa¬ 
days anything but a fairly earned one. 
according to the optimistic belief of 
John Crockers, who furnished most of 
the information for the Illustrated 
Magazine's article. "The days of cor¬

More than 
this, two of the passengers in the hold¬ 
up stages knew something of Black 
Bart when be held central California 
in terror 20 years ago, and, from his 
speech and figure, are sure that their 
robber is the noted bandit. Moreover, 
uo one seems to know what has be¬ 
come of him since his release from 
San Quentin prison, where he had been 
sentenced for eight years. 

The trial of Blac-k Bart for highway 
robbery in Visalia, Cal., in May, 1884. 
revealed a mass of information about 
this unusual bandit. For 17 years high¬ 
way robberies by Black Bart had taken 
place at intervals and in least expect¬ 
ed localities, all the way from Port¬ 
land. Ore., to Yuma. Ariz. 

His arrest came about iu this way. 
In March. 1S&4. the stage coach that 
traveled the rough road over the deso¬ 
late hills aud through the lonely 
gulches from a gold mining camp In 
the Sierras to Marysville, Cal., waa 
held up by a masked, lone highway¬ 
man. whom the driver and all the pas¬ 
sengers recognized by bis manners and 
speech as noue other than Biack Bart. 
The veteran highwayman had reduced 
his mode of robbery to a science, and 
when he had quickly harvested a crop 
of gold watches,

NAGGING

There is one exceedingly disagree¬ 
able habit into which some people fall 
without seeming to notice it. This is 
nagging. They cannot say what they 
have to say and then let it alone, but 
keep pecking and pecking at it on ev¬ 
ery occasion and if occasions do not 
arise naturally, they make them. Iu 
this nagging, sarcasm, or irony, bear 
a leading part. A thing may be said 
once or twice as a pleasant raillery, in 
a genial humor, but when repeated 
over and over it ceases to be fun. It 
then c-nts. Sarcasm is a two-edged 
tool; it c-nts and wounds the one at 
whom it is aimed, and it irritates and 
roughens the one who uses it. It is 
a dangerous tool for one to use who 
wishes to be either kind or just. It 
comes easily to the lips and the in¬ 
tellect takes a certain kind of delight 
in aptness, ingenuity or sharpness. Its 
use grows on one. At least the habit 
becomes so habitual that it is used 
unconsciously. However good-natured 
one seems to take it, it is almost cer¬ 
tain to leave a sting; there is a wound 
that bnrts. Struggle against it as one 
will, there will often be an impression 
carried that some part of it is meant in 
earnest.

A book recently Issued by R. T. Crane 
of Chicago revives the old, old contro¬ 
versy concerning the value of a college 
or academy education to a young man 
who has to earn hia own living and 
who expecta to pursue an industrial or 
commercial vocatiot. Mr. Cranes 
book has provoked a spirited rejoinder 
from the pen of another Chicagoan, A- 
C. Bartlett. In gathering the data for 
his book Mr. Crane sent inquiries to 
hundreds of business men. college and 
university presidents and college grad¬ 
uates. It appears that the testimony 
as a rule was in favor of a college edu¬ 
cation. but this evidence was largely 
discredited by Mr. Crane, who drew 
deductions that were unfavorable to 
college training as a preparation for 
business. He noted the fact that many 
of the business men were inclined to 
place a high value on the mental disci¬ 
pline obtained in college life aud ob¬ 
served that with one or two exceptions 
noue of the gentlemen who responded 
to his Inquiries make a point of em¬ 
ploying college graduates in his busi¬ 
ness. The college men who replied to 
Mr Crane's questions concerning the 
value of the higher training to them 
in business seemed in his opinion to bo 
prompted by a spirit of loyalty to their 
alma mater to say a good word for col¬ 
lege education, while be infers that 
the large number who refrained from 
answering had been unsnccessfol In 
business aud feared that an acknowl¬ 
edgment of this fact would be used to 
the disadvantage of colleges. Regard¬ 
less of the value of such data as that 
collated by Mr. Crane it would seem 
that both he and his critic were guilty 
of fundamental error regarding the 
purpose of the higher education. They 
seem to have entirely missed the point 
that knowledge is valuable because it 
is knowledge and that its value does 
not necessarily consist in the ability 
6f its possessor to convert It into the 
"coin of the realm/’ As Mr. Bartlett 
says, there is more happiness in know¬ 
ing things than in having things. 
Knowledge and the higher education 
are worth acquiring for their own sake. 
If every college graduate in the land 
for a hundred years died without ac¬ 
cumulating property, or even died poor 
in this world's goods. It would not con¬ 
stitute an argument against college 
education. As a matter of fact, how¬ 
ever. any training that disciplines, 
broadens and enriches the mind, as 
university or college training does, 
must supply a better equipment for 
grappling readily and successfully with 
the problem of existence, whether in 
the learned' professions or in the de¬ 
partment of commercial endeavor. It 
is not the primary function of a college 
to show a man how to make money.

THE PRYOR-POTTER INCIDENT. 


A Row in the House that Nearly Led 
to a Bowie Knife Fight. ’ 

One of the most famous fights in Con- 
gress took place In the House in lSfiu 
and nearly led to a duel with bowls 
knives between Roger A. Pryor, of Vir¬ 
ginia. and John F. Potter, of Wisconsin. 
Judge Pryor, since become celebrated 
as a leading lawyer in New York, dur¬ 
ing the years shortly preceding the war. 
was a radical State's right partisan and 
bitter in his denunciation of the North. 
Potter was a native of Maine, and had 
acquired prominence as a lawyer ia 
Wisconsin when he was sent to Con¬ 
gress to represent the First District of 
Wisconsin. The altercation between 
him and Judge Pryor occurred after a 
speech in the House by Owen Lovejoy 
concerning the assassination of his 
brother. Elijah P. Lovejoy, at Altoc. 
Ill., for denouncing slavery in his 
newspaper. Lovejoy's speech was one 
of the strongest deliveries against slav¬ 
ery ever heard in the House, and led to 
a scene of excitement and tumult, in 
which Potter became involved. He 
struck Representative Barksdale, of 
Mississippi, who wore a wig. something 
not suspected by any member of the 
House, and the hirsute adornment went 
flying in one direction while its owner 
went in another. As a result of blows 
exchanged. Judge Pryor challenged 
Potter to a duel. Duels were more com¬ 
mon in those days than now. when an 
appeal to the code duello is held in deri¬ 
sion. Pryor was rated an expert pistol 
shot, which Potter learned, and when 
the seconds of the Virginian called upon 
the Representative from Wisconsin to 
ascertain what weapons he desired to 
choose, he promptly said bowie knives. 

Lander, the husband of the ceebrated 
actress. Mrs. Lander, was a strong sym¬ 
pathizer with the cause which Potter 
represented. He was also an exper; 
duelist, and called upon Potter to give 
him some valuable hints on the use of 
the weapon he had selected for the pas- 
sage-a-arms. He told Potter to drop 
upon his right kuee when he closed 
with his opponent, and defend himself 
with his left arm. then thrust his bowie 
into his opponent's bowels and kill him. 

"He may cripple yon for life." said 
Lander, "but you will kill him/’ 

Potter was fully determined to act 
upon Lander's advice, but before the 
critical moment arrived, when the two 
men would face each other on the field 
of honor, Pryor's seconds threw up the 
sponge by declaring that they could not 
consent to let their principal fight with 
such a barbarous weapon. 

The only living survivor of the row- 
in the House, who is still a member of 
Congress, is Representative Qalusha A. 
Grow, of Pennsylvania, who the year 
foil-wing was elected Speaker. Mr. 
Potter was subsequently American con¬ 
sul general at Montreal, and died at his 
home. In Wisconsin, highly respected, 
aged 80 years. It is said he was a man 
absolutely without fear and would have 
gone upon the field without a tremor.

Wh n the coach had rumbled out of 
sight on the way down the mountain¬ 
side Black Bart turned his attention 
to splitting open the wooden box con¬ 
taining the Wells-Fargo Express Com¬ 
pany's treasure. Something must have 
disturbed tbe highwayman while be 
was gathering up the money from the 
treasure box. for when the stage coach 
passengers had armed themselves at 
tbe next station and hurried back to 
the scene, later in tbe day, they found 
among the debris of papers, etnpty 
purses and wrappings of parcels a 
linen cuff. The robber evidently had 
dropped it in a hurried fight to bis 
refuge. 

The cuff was turned over to the ex¬ 
press company detectives. They found, 
after weeks of inquiry, that the indeli¬ 
ble laundry marks were those of a 
Chinese laundry on Bush street, in 
San Francisco. When the detective 
had learned from the Chines^ laundry- 
man that the marks ou the cuff indi¬ 
cated that it belonged to one Charles 
E. Boiton. a regular patron of the 
laundry, they set about to hunt up 
Mr. Bolton. It came out that Charles 
E. Bolton, who owned the cuff, was a 
quiet, unobtrusive, spare man of about 
50 years. He lived in a modest and 
quiet boarding house, where sedate, 
old-fashioned bnsiness men had rooms, 
and every one there was his friend. 

When a detective went to live in the 
same boarding house he found that 
Mr. Bolton was a studious man. lived 
a correct life, was a reader of new 
books, dabbled in poetry, and every 
few weeks went away to visit one of 
the several little mines about Califor¬ 
nia in which he had investments. Bol¬ 
ton was an expen whist player, and 
evidently he bad traveled far and wide 
In his early life.

GEORGE MEGREW AND HIS RISE

He V.'ns n Denver Casli I3o.v In 1881, 
Later Hustled for n Living in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., and Is Now a Partner 
of Andrew Carnegie. 

George Megrew, formerly purchasing 
agent of the Carnegie Company, in fact 
ono of Carnegie’s “thirty young part¬ 
ners,” has recently chosen Cleveland ns 
his home. 

The old saying that “truth is stranger 
than ‘fiction” was never more clearly 
proved than 4n the life story of this 
young man. 

A man who, though not yet 30 years 
of age, is a millionaire. 

A man whose early life has been so 
strenuous that already lie is seeking to 
regain his health, long ago shattered by 
hard work. 

It is not often (hat the world hears 
of a young fellow only 28 years old, 
who retires on an annual income of 
$35,00©, the principal of which was 
largely made through liis own efforts. 

’ But such a man is George Megrew. 

Mr. Megrew came to Cleveland a 
short time ago from Pittsburg. He had 
often visited in this city, and decided 
lliut here was the spot that would in 
time seem the most like home to him, 
for be it known that Mr. Megrew is a 
bachelor, and rather alone in the world, 
as far as relatives go, although he has 
hosts of friends, for lie is a charming 
man to meet, and makes friends every¬ 
where. 

After due consideration lie decided to 
purchase a home at the corner of Euclid 
and ltosedale avenues.' 

Here Mr. Megrew lias made for him¬ 
self an extremely beautiful and at the 
same time a comfortable home. 

Mr. Megrew has always been a work¬ 
er at that. His success, that has come 
to him so early in life, is not due to 
luck. Almost at the beginning of life 
he has had to look out for himself, and 
the home lie has just completed on 
Euclid avenue is the first “real” home 
he has known since he was a tiny chap 
of three summers.

accepted. When Frick became chair¬ 
man of tlie Carnegie Company lie trans¬ 
ferred Megrew to the offices of that 
concern as assistant to the cashier. 
Then began Mr. Megrow's career. By 
steady application to business lie woii 
the respect of his superiors and within 
a short time was promoted. Soon more 
promotions came to the hard-working 
youth, until in 1893 he was given an in¬ 
terest in the Carnegie Company ns a 
Christmas gift, with the position of 
purchasing agent. 

This position carried a salary of 
$7,000 a year, Slid Mr. Megrew held it 
until the fall of 1000, at the time of the 
controversy regarding t lie “ironclad 
agreement.” 

For several years his health had been 
failing, and for the past year Mr. Me¬ 
grew has been seeking to regain his 
health. But he has not been “idling 
the time away” by any manner of 
means. Ho is Interested in real estate 
in FJttsburg, and his interests iu the 
j? lg ste <tl corporation require much of 
his time. 

Then, too, Mr. Megrew is deeply inter¬ 
ested in church work, and lie does a 
great deal of work along charitable 
lines, taking a particular interest in the 
newsboys, for this young millionaire 
n?ver forgets the days of ids boyhood 
when he sold papers on the streets of 
Washington, 

In ills beautiful new home Mr. Me¬ 
grew has many mementoes of famous 
men of this country who are nvupbered 
among his friends. In the hail he has 
hanging n drawing by Chnrtran of the 
{ate President McKinley, made In Can- 
ton. besides an Inscribed picture of the 
artist himself. Mr. Megre-fv has also in¬ 
numerable leters of great value. 6ne ot 
which Mr. Megrew is particularly fond 
Ms from Mr. Carnegie personally, prais¬ 
ing him for his work, and telling him of 
his selection as one of the young part¬ 
ners in the great steel corporation.— 
Cleveland Leader.
